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STRATHCONA AND MOUNT ROYAL, DONALD ALEXANDER SMITH, BARON 


Donald Alexander Smith was an outstanding Canadian, who showed ability in fur trading, 
railway building, and politics. 


Born in 1820 in Forres, Scotland, Smith joined the Hudson's Bay Company at the age of /8. 
He served in the Esquimaux Bay district on the coast of Labrador, where he developed trade in 
fish and furs, raised cattle, and built roads. In 1874 he was appointed Land Commissioner for 
Hudson's Bay Company, and in 1889 he became governor. 


When Manitoba became a province, Donald Smith was offered the position of Lieutenant- 
Governor of the new province, but he declined this honour. 


Smith entered politics as a Conservative. He sat as a member of Parliament for over twenty 
years, representing Winnipeg, Selkirk, and Montreal Westrespectively. He retired from politics upon 
being appointed Canadian High Commissioner in London. Smith held that position and governor of 
Hudson's Bay Company into his 94th year. 


At the age of sixty, Donald Smith became the chief promoter of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. Smith was not a member of the syndicate formed to build the railway, but he risked his 
personal fortune to keep the venture afloat. Because of his active support during the construction, 
Smith was accorded the honour of driving the last spike, on the completion of the railway in 1885, 


Donald Smith spent his money on worth-while projects. He was a patron of music and art. 
He gave generously to McGill University and the Royal Victoria Hospital in Montreal. Smith 
founded the Royal Victoria College at McGill for the higher education of women. During the 
South African War, he equipped and maintained Lord Strathcona’s Horse, a unit of mounted rifles. 


For his service in many fields Smith received several honours and degrees. He was made 
Lord Strathcona and a member of the House of Lords in England. In 1897 he was raised to peerage 
as Baron Strathcona and Mount Royal. 


Lord Strathcona died in 1914 in London, England. Because of his many endeavours and 
generous financing, Donald Smith was important in the building of our nation Canada.
